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FOREWORD 


Before writing this Foreword, I have read again Miss Ralph’s intro- 
duction and this, in turn, recalled a recent discussion we had about the 
effect that impending local government re-organisation might have upon 
the Bristol Archives Office and the part which the office may be called to 
fulfill in the future. This has, again, brought a reminder that we are at the 
doorway of change and that it is an appropriate time before the door opens 
to look back at what has gone before in the last six hundred years and the 
records which have survived. It is clear that throughout these times there 
was always a good intention of keeping proper order and care of these City 
documents although it is evident that then—as sometimes to-day—the 
effort was not quite up to the good order intended. Nevertheless, the fact 
that Bristol has such an outstanding and creditable collection of ‘writings 
and evidences’ shows that the City Council and its officers were always 
aware of the need to preserve them. However, as is so often the way, a 
point is reached when only the professionally trained can ensure that the 
proper time and interest is devoted to the high standard required. This 
work, which Miss Harding founded so ably in 1924, has since 1936 been 
built upon with skill, care and devotion by Elizabeth Ralph. It is fitting 
that this important Guide to the City’s Records, which it has been her 
ambition for so many years to see in print, and which she has for the same 
time worked upon so diligently, should now be published in the year of 
her retirement from official duties. It is, perhaps, characteristic of Miss 
Ralph that this should be the final major demonstration of her devotion 
to the care of the archives of the City and County of Bristol. I am sure 
that all concerned with the history of this city and its people will find this 
book a source of value.

INTRODUCTION 


The Corporation of Bristol has a long tradition of record keeping. At an 
early date it showed a praiseworthy recognition of the importance of 
caring for its archives by making this the subject of the first of the 
Ordinances of 1381.1 By this, all the records, papers and muniments 
touching the Commons were to be in good keeping within the Guildhall 
or some other privy place under lock of which the Mayor and three of the 
Commons had keys. From the Little Red Book begun in 1344, it would 
seem that even before 1381 the stewards or seneschals were appointed to 
keep the common treasure of the town, the charters, muniments, records 
and all other remembrances and things delivered to them, whilst the re- 
corder and the common clerk had the keeping of most of the court rolls 
as well as other briefs, commissions and remembrances, and the Tolzey 
clerk kept those of the Tolzey.” Despite the concern of the Council for the 
preservation of the town’s records, many of the medieval records were 
lost, but fortunately many of the vanished originals were enrolled in the 
Little Red Book.® 

When in 1499, a royal charter was granted making revision of the town’s 
constitution, a chamberlain was appointed whose duties included the 
keeping of all charters, evidences, bonds and muniments.* 

In the 16th century, the quantity of records greatly increased, largely 
owing to the acquisition by the Corporation of many estates and manors, 
resulting in the accumulation of many more property deeds and in in- 
creased administrative work. It is at this time that many of the principal 
series of records begin. Although there are many instructions to be found 
in the proceedings of the Common Council touching the ordering of the 
records, they seem to have been inadequate. The cause may be attributed 
in part to the lack of accommodation for the ever-growing bulk of records 
and in part to the confusion arising from the somewhat ill-defined division 
of responsibility for their custody between the Chamberlain and the Town 
Clerk. 

In the 14th century the records were kept in the Guildhall and it would 
appear that with certain exceptions there they remained until the 16th 
century. After the dissolution of the chantries, St. George’s Chapel 
adjoining the Guildhall was closed and the building was then used as a 
repository for the city archives. About the same time (1551) a new Council 
House or Tolzey was built in Corn Street where provision was made for 
keeping some of the archives, although it seems that most of the records 
remained in St. George’s Chapel. The Town Clerk must have kept the 
important administrative records in his custody as in Ricart’s Kalendar is

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entered on the fly-leaf a list of the books which were in the study of the 
Town Clerk in 1621. The entry runs: 
“A trew and perfect note of all books, registers, and old recordes as are 
remayning in the charge and keppinge of the Towne Clerck at his 
studye in the Councell Chamber, taken the 24th of Januarie 1621.

All of these books have survived in the city’s custody with the exception 
of the fifth book which strayed and found its way into the renowned 
collection of Sir Thomas Phillipps. In 1950 the Corporation purchased 
back the Cartulary at a sale of some of the manuscripts in the Phillipps 
collection. 

In 1625, it was decided that one of the aldermen, certain members of 
the Council and “‘Mr. Town Clerke . . . doe begin on Monday next, to 
meet att St. George’s Chapell, in the afternoone and doe remove all 
writinges and evidences which there remaine into the Armoury House, and 
thereupon doe give order to have sufficient Presses and boxes made in 
St. George’s Chapell for placing the evidences there againe, and that they 
be sorted and divided in competent boxes and chests apart . . . and that 
they doe procure a parchment booke for the inrolling of all such Towne 
Evidences and other things as they shall think expedient and soe continue 
every Friday and Monday in the afternoones untill the business be 
finished”’.! It is probable that the oldest records were not fully sorted and 
that others were removed to the Council House and the rest left stored 
away, for on the 9th April 1633, other aldermen and councillors with the 
Town Clerk were “appointed and desired to peruse the old records and 
writinges now remayning in St. George’s Chappell in the presses there, to 
take notice of them and sorte them into order, and to take a course to have 
them safely laid up in Chestes under locke and key and this is to be done 
at convenient times twixt this and Christmas next’’.? In 1641, the Town 
Clerk and steward were again ordered to see that all records were brought 
into the Tolzey. Six years later a new order was issued that all records and 
books belonging either to the Mayor’s or to the Tolzey court and all books 
concerning the city’s revenues and lands shall be brought in and kept in

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the Tolzey of Bristol and not elsewhere, ‘“‘unless such as shal be from time 
to time laid up in the Guildhall Chappell and Closett thereto belonging”’. 

From these instructions given by the Common Council it is clear that 
the Town Clerk was considered the responsible officer and yet the 
Chamberlain had the custody of a great number of records which he kept 
in the Guildhall or St. George’s Chapel. In 1788, an attempt was made to 
settle the matter of custody of the city’s archives. The Town Clerk was 
ordered “to take possession of all records, books, papers, manuscripts, 
etc. belonging to the Corporation, and deposit the same in safe and proper 
places and keep the keys thereof and that no Person whatsoever be allowed 
reference thereto but members of the Common Council and that an 
inventory be taken of the same with an index thereto as soon as con- 
veniently may be”. None of these contemporary inventories has survived. 
At the same time (1788) further accommodation was provided when the 
Council House was enlarged, and again in 1827 when a new Council House 
was erected on the same site, in which large rooms under the roof were 
assigned to the storage of records, and in the years preceding the First 
World War when several modern strongrooms were built. 

Following the Municipal Corporations Act of 1835, the Finance com- 
mittee (later the Estates and General Purposes committee) took among its 
functions the superintendence of the Corporation archives. An inventory 
of the muniments was begun in 1836 and through the following century 
there is growing evidence of a deeper interest in the city’s archives as 
historical records. This was to lead to the setting up of the Archives Office 
which has now been in existence for nearly fifty years. 

The Archives Office was established in 1924 and Miss N. Dermott 
Harding appointed to sort and catalogue the historical records. A year 
later the important decision was taken that the archivist should also have 
the custody of the modern records. It is not only fitting but right to pay 
tribute here to those who were the pioneers in the establishment of the 
department, to Alderman C. E. L. Gardiner and Alderman J. Fuller Eberle, 
to the City Treasurer, Mr. W. H. Legh-Smith, and to the Town Clerk, 
Mr. Josiah Green, but particularly to the work of Miss Harding who 
planned the first office and sorted and catalogued a vast number of docu- 
ments. Her arrangement of the archives according to their administrative 
origin, function and development has been the foundation on which all 
subsequent work on official records has been based.” 

In 1939, it was realized that it might be necessary to evacuate the records. 
The City Council decided to secure a disused railway tunnel in the Avon 
Gorge and convert it to a strongroom.® Here all the records were removed 
for the duration of the war. The building proved to be a good repository

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and was retained after the war when it was invaluable in relieving the 
pressure of space in the strongrooms at the old Council House, which was 
inadequate to accommodate the greatly increased deposits, particularly of 
modern official records arising out of the acquisition by the Corporation 
of land and premises for development schemes. It is still in use. 

When the present Council House was built special provision was made 
for the housing of the city’s archives in air-conditioned strongrooms and 
in 1956 the Archives Office moved into the Council House in College 
Green. 

Although concern for the official records led to the establishment of 
the Archives Office, it has always had far wider interests and responsibilities 
for the preservation of Bristol records in general and the official collections 
have been enormously enriched by documents of other bodies in the City 
for which they have provided a home. The Bishop of Bristol approved the 
Bristol Archives Office as a repository for diocesan archives and the 
archives of the Archdeaconry of Bristol. The main collection of the records 
of the Bishops of Bristol is housed in the Archives Office together with the 
episcopal estate records from the Church Commissioners. In 1970 a 
catalogue of the records of the Bishop and Archdeacons and of the Dean 
and Chapter was published. A survey of parish records in the archdeaconry 
of Bristol was made and a catalogue published in 1963.? This led to a 
number of parishes depositing their records with notable deposits from 
some of the city churches where their records date back to the 12th century. 
To these have been added the wills from the Bristol Probate Registry and 
records of the free churches including those of the Society of Friends. 

The Lord Chancellor has approved the office as a place of deposit for 
manorial and public records. As a result the Clerk of the Peace has trans- 
ferred Sessions Records and Deposited Plans for the 19th and 20th 
centuries, and the Coroner has deposited modern inquisitions and post- 
mortem reports. A survey of Solicitors’ records has produced most of the 
large collections in the city. The large collection of estate papers is, of 
course, less commonly to be found in a city than in a county record office, 
but Bristol has a fine example in the records of the Smyth family of Ashton 
Court whose seat was on the outskirts of the city and who from the 16th 
century owned numerous manors in Gloucestershire and Somerset. Many 
smaller deposits concern merchant families of Bristol. It is not intended, 
however, to comment on the classes of records listed in this Guide as 
explanatory notes precede each class of records. 

The Guide falls into two parts: (1) the official records of the Corporation 
together with the records of bodies whose functions have been taken over 
by the City Council of Bristol, (2) the unofficial records which include a

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few ecclesiastical records, that is, those which have been deposited in the 
Archives Office since the publication of the Guide to parish records; family 
and estate papers, business and trade records and collections of documents 
from local solicitors. 

It should perhaps be emphasised that this is only a guide to sources. In 
the pages that follow are lists of the main classes of records. More detailed 
information will be found in the card catalogues and schedules in the 
Archives Office, where there is an index of persons, places and subjects. It 
is not possible to list the tens of thousands of deeds and leases of properties 
belonging to the Corporation and the thousands of isolated documents 
which can be traced in the card catalogues in the office. All the records are 
available to the public with the exception of certain modern records. 

I am glad to acknowledge the help and advice of my colleagues and in 
particular Mrs. F. Neale and Miss Mary Williams and also Miss Hilary 
Jenkins who typed the manuscript.

Part I: Official Archives 


CHARTERS AND CUSTUMALS 


Bristol was originally part of the royal manor of Barton with the king for 
overlord, as appears in Domesday Book. He controlled it through his 
chosen praepositor or reeve. It was not until the growing power of the 
burgage holders, the increasing wealth from successful trading and the 
rise of guilds—especially the Merchant Guild—were established that the 
borough began to develop a separate official life. The rich burgesses, 
headed rather than governed by the reeve, were able to obtain charters of 
privilege from the king their overlord. These charters were the earliest 
city archives. The earliest charter extant is John’s charter of about 1188. 
It is the first of a series of over fifty original royal charters and letters 
patent.

GRANT OF CREST AND SUPPORTERS 

The original grant of arms to the city is unrecorded. The earliest version 
of the shield is that on the royal charter of 1373. In 1569 the city was granted 
the use of crest and supporters. Because of the many variations being used, 
the Corporation obtained from the College of Heralds in 1950 a modern 
version of the Coat of Arms.

CUSTUMALS 

LitTLE Rep Book oF BRISTOL, compiled at the instigation of William de 
Colford, Recorder of Bristol, who ‘‘caused the ordinances, customs and 
liberties . . . to be recorded and entered in this book together with certain 
laws, other memoranda and divers necessary things to be inviolably kept 
in perpetual remembrance”, 1344-1574. It contains a contemporary copy 
of the “Lex Mercatoria” and Laws of Oleron. The Little Red Book 
became the official memoranda book of the mayor and commonalty. Text 
edited by Francis Bickley, published by the Corporation, 1900.

THE MAIRE OF BRISTOWE IS KALENDAR was begun by Robert Ricart, 
Town Clerk, 1479, as he himself tells us in his introduction, “‘at the instance 
of the Mayor” and was continued as a perpetual calendar history of each 
mayor’s year of office. Text edited by L. Toulmin Smith and published by 
the Camden Society, 1872. 


LorD MaAyor’s CALENDAR. In 1899 when a Lord Mayoralty was con- 
ferred on the city this calendar was begun as a continuation of the above. 


LORD LIEUTENANT 


The Lieutenant of the county first appears in the 16th century, when he 
replaced the sheriff in command of the local armed forces, i.e. the militia.

ADMINISTRATIVE RECORDS 


Today the title of the Corporation of Bristol is the Lord Mayor, Alder- 
men and Burgesses of the City of Bristol. The City Council consists of the 
Lord Mayor, twenty-eight aldermen and eighty-four councillors. 

Bristol was originally a royal manor but by the beginning of the 13th 
century, the burgesses had arrived at communal government, headed by a 
mayor and two bailiffs, who farmed the town in place of the older manorial 
rule. From an entry in the Little Red Book it appears that in 1344 Stephen 
le Spicer, the mayor, requested that ‘48 of the more influential and discreet 
men of the town” should be elected by common assent as his advisers and 
assessors. By royal charter of 1373 a Common Council was sanctioned 
when the mayor and sheriff with the assent of the Commonalty were to 
elect “forty of the better and more honest men of the town” to help them 
ordain and establish reasonable remedies against any deficiencies or 
defects and levy taxes on rents and merchandise to be expended for the 
common good”. By this charter the election of the first sheriff was 
confirmed. 

By Royal Letters Patent of 1499, six aldermen who were also justices of 
the peace for the town were added to the Common Council. This was not 
the first appointment of aldermen, as qualifications for holding the office 
were laid down in ordinances of 1344. The number of aldermen was 
increased to twelve by Royal Letters Patent of 1581. The Common Council 
then consisted of forty-three members, that is, the mayor, twelve aldermen, 
of whom the Recorder was one, and thirty councillors. This constitution 
continued until 1835 when the Municipal Corporations Act! reformed the 
Council. A new city council, no longer self-elected, chosen by the rate- 
payers was established and held its first meeting on the 1st January 1836. It 
consisted of forty-eight councillors who elected sixteen aldermen, one 
mayor and one sheriff. 

Under the Public Health Act of 1848,* Council was appointed to act as 
the Local Board of Health and in this capacity functioned as a separate 
body. For its records see Local Board of Health. 

On the passing of the Public Health Act of 1872, Council became the 
Bristol Urban Sanitary Authority. For its records see Bristol Urban 
Sanitary Authority. 


LORD MAYOR 

The first mayor was appointed about 1216, but no charter authorising 
the appointment exists. In the Close Rolls are recorded five mandates 
addressed to the Mayor of Bristol in 1216. By Letters Patent of 1899, 
Queen Victoria granted the Lord Mayoralty.

CORRESPONDENCE 

By an ordinance of 1605, Council ordered that the Mayor’s and Sheriff’s 
correspondence should be kept by the Town Clerk, letters received being 
bound year by year into volumes and letters issued copied into letter 
books. Of the latter only one early volume remains. In 1791, Council 
ordered again that copies of letters issued be kept. From about 1754 until 
1841 letters received and other miscellaneous papers were tied in bundles 
and placed in wooden boxes (one for each year).

SURVEYORS OF City LANDS 

As part of the royal manor of Barton, Bristol paid royal dues or rents 
to the Crown. In about 1095 these amounted to £145. In 1227 the King 
leased all the profits from royal property in the town to the burgesses, for 
a yearly rent of £245. There were successive leases until 1462 when the 
estates were granted to the town forever at a rent of £100. In 1651 Alder- 
man Vickris bought from the Parliamentary Commissioners the fee farm 
rent of the town, the Corporation bought those of certain charity estates 
and Oliver Wallis that of the castle. In 1662, the Corporation presented 
theirs to Charles II and in 1671 the others were confiscated by the Crown. 

In 1672 the Corporation bought the fee farm back from the Crown. The 
fee farm consisted of lands, tenements, mills, ground rents, tolls, dues, 
court fees, etc. These became the perquisites of the sheriffs. See also Town 
Dues. 

The possession of real estate was one of the chief sources of the city’s 
income. Most of the property was within the city but as time went on, 
more and more land was acquired both in the city and in the country. 
During the 16th and early 17th centuries partly as a result of the dissolution 
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of the monastic houses and partly because of increasing prosperity the 
Corporation began to purchase estates in the surrounding country. By 
Letters Patent of 34 Henry VIII (1541) the Corporation purchased the 
manors of Gaunts Earthcott and the Lea, Almondsbury, Hampe, Stock- 
land Gaunt, Winterbourne Gonner and Brewham. In 1616 they acquired 
the manor of Portishead. 

As the volume of work in connection with the management of these 
estates increased specific persons were appointed to deal with it. In the 
earliest volume of Council proceedings, 1598, the names of certain 
members of council are entered as being elected to serve as “Surveyors 
of Lands”. They were elected annually out of the whole body of the Com- 
mon Council and consisted of the mayor, five aldermen and two common 
councillors. By 1725 there was a definite body known as the “‘Surveyors of 
City Lands committee”. Its business was the management of landed 
estates, fixing the amount of fines, determining repairs to be done and 
leases to be granted. By order of the Common Council of the 8th December 
1790, the committee was ordered to meet on the last Wednesday of every 
month, and it is from this date that its minutes have survived.

MANSION House: The original Mansion House in Queen Square was 
destroyed in the Reform Riots of 1831. It was then intended to set up a 
new Mansion House in Great George Street which had been assigned to 
the Corporation by Henry Bright in 1830, but post-1835 feeling against 
Corporation expenditure was so strong that the idea was given up.

FINANCIAL RECORDS 


The earliest surviving accounts of the Corporation is the series of Great 
Audits which dates from 1532. The volume for 1532 is not the first in this 
series for in the summary of the accounts for that year a balance is brought 
forward from the previous year. It is therefore likely that this series of 
accounts began after 1499 when by royal charter of 15 Henry VII the office 
of Chamberlain was established and his duties set down. He was to receive 
all revenues, income, profits and emoluments for the use of the Mayor 
and Commonalty and to make necessary payments and keep all the muni- 
ments. He was to render account annually within one month of the Feast 
of St. Luke the Evangelist (18th October) before the Mayor and Aldermen 
or before two burgesses appointed by the Mayor. 


GREAT AUDIT BOOKS 

The Chamberlain “with his own hands” made a yearly book of account 
which the auditors examined and signed. Each account begins with the 
rentals of city lands, country estates and charity lands, followed by a list 
of burgess money received and finally a section for “‘Fines and casualties’’. 
In this last item was included after 1640 money borrowed by the city and 
fines for renewals of leases. Following the income is a list of general and 
ordinary payments of annual sums such as the fee farm and rent charges, 
quarterly payments and moneys spent in the administration of the city and 
the building and repair of city property and quarterly lists of officers’ fees. 
The final pages give a summary of the year’s receipts and payments with 
the opening and closing balances.

A full double entry form of accounts was adopted, a new series of cash 
books and journals was begun and a set of impersonal accounts opened 
at the back of the existing ledger. It was also agreed that ‘“‘a stock account 
be forthwith made of all property belonging to the Corporation and that 
it be valued”’. This stock account became in effect the first Balance sheet 
of the Corporation.

the Chamberlain of the unreformed Corporation. The income of all 
corporate property and all fines were credited to the Fund, and from it 
were paid the salaries of all officers appointed by the Council and general 
administrative expenses.

MARKETS 

The markets owned by the Corporation with the exception of the Cattle 
market are common law markets. Bristol was a royal manor and in 1227 
a lease of the fee farm of Bristol including the markets was granted to the 
Corporation by the Crown. The lease was renewed from time to time until 
1462, when a grant of the fee farm was made “for ever”. Some of the 
ancient markets have been abolished and others have expanded. The 
control of the markets is now vested in the Finance and General Purposes 
committee. Few records of the markets have survived.

Town Dues 

These dues, payable on merchandise coming into Bristol for sale, were 
part of the profits of the town which the burgesses leased from the king 
for a fee farm rent as early as 1227. In 1462 by Royal Letters Patent of 1 
Edward IV, the town was granted in fee for ever to the Corporation and 
these town duties became one of the perquisites of the sheriffs, and 
became known as sheriffs’ dues. In 1744 the dues were ordered by Council 
to be paid to the Chamberlain, while the sheriffs were allowed a fixed 


sum of £665 15s. 3d. per annum. With the purchase of the Docks in 1848, 
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the collection of these dues together with the Mayor’s dues passed to the 
Docks committee.

WHARFAGE DUES

wharfage due to be paid. These dues were later leased to the Society of 
Merchant Venturers, in return for which, reparation of the quays was 
undertaken by the Merchants. The lease granted to the Society of Mer- 
chant Venturers in 1764 included the collection of tolls on the cranes on 
the quays. In 1861 the Merchant Venturers surrendered their lease.

RATES 
An Act of 7 & 8 William III c. 32 (1696) established a corporate body 
known as the Incorporation of the Poor in whom was vested the manage- 
ment of the poor of the city. This body consisted of the Mayor and alder- 
men and forty-eight inhabitants, being four from each of the twelve wards. 
Later the senior warden of each of the seventeen parishes was added. 
They were responsible for maintaining the poor by a rate certified under 
the corporate seal; the rate to be apportioned to the seventeen parishes and 
the Castle Precincts and to be levied by the churchwardens and overseers.

JUDICIAL RECORDS 


From early times Bristol was a legal centre of considerable importance, 
developing an unusually varied and comprehensive system for the admin- 
istration of justice. By royal charter of 1373 the town was created a county 
with a Sheriff and county jurisdiction, and the Mayor was made a royal 
official with increased judicial powers. He was a justice of oyer and terminer 
and gaol delivery. By royal charter of 1499 a court of six aldermen was 
added to the Mayor and Common Council and these aldermen were all 
ex officio Justices of the Peace.

By charter of 1373, Bristol was created a county and given a court of 
Assize and Nisi Prius, the Mayor being in the Commission and of the 
quorum.

COURT LEET AND VIEW OF FRANKPLEDGE

to the Assizes and with the gradual adoption of its work at Petty and 
Quarter Sessions, its power became limited to the suppression of nuisances.

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MAYOR’S COURT 
The court of the Mayor and Sheriff was created by the charter of 1373 
and it was held before the Mayor and Sheriff until 1499 when its juris- 
diction was transferred to the Mayor and aldermen. The court dealt with 
actions of contract, covenant, debt or trespass arising within the town. Its 
powers were finally absorbed by the Tolzey court about the middle of the 
18th century. It is probable that the later volumes of the Mayor’s court 
tule books are Tolzey court books.

The School Boards were established in 1871 under the Education Act 
of 1870! and continued as School Boards until 1903 when they were 
abolished under the Education Act of 1902? and provision for education 
facilities became the duty of the Corporation. 

The Bristol Corporation Act of 18978 extended the city boundaries, 
thus bringing areas which had their own School Boards under the control 
of the Bristol School Board to which their records were transferred. See 
also Education committee.

INCORPORATION OF THE POOR! 

Up to the 17th century the relief of the poor had been provided by the 
voluntary offerings of the charitable, and later by the levying of poor rates 
in the various parishes. Nevertheless, the burden of the maintenance of 
the poor continually increased and caused considerable anxiety by the 
end of the 17th century. Under the leadership of John Cary, a scheme was 
drawn up in 1696 which established in Bristol the first Board of Guardians, 
authorised the providing there of the first workhouse in England, and the 
raising by rate from a group of parishes of funds to provide for the main- 
tenance of the poor. The authority was styled ““The Governor, Deputy 
Governor, Assistants and Guardians of the Poor of the city and county of 
Bristol” and its work was “‘the regulation, management, maintenance and 
employment of the poor of the city”. It consisted of the Mayor, aldermen 
and 48 guardians. Two years after the establishment of the Corporation 
of the Poor, the old mint was acquired as a workhouse, to be known as 
St. Peter’s Hospital. In about 1832 Stapleton Institution was acquired to 
provide additional accommodation. 

Under the Poor Law Amendment Act of 1834,? the Clifton Union 
(afterwards Barton Regis) and Bedminster Union were constituted. In 
about 1837, owing to the extension of the boundaries these two Unions 
were included within the city, although they each retained separate head- 
quarters and administration, Barton Regis at Eastville and Bedminster at

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Flax Bourton. By the Bristol Corporation Act of 18971 there was one 
Union for the entire city with its headquarters at St. Peter’s Hospital which 
ceased to be a workhouse. In 1902 the Barton Regis Union was dissolved 
and the workhouse at Southmead taken over by the Bristol Board of 
Guardians. The administration of the Guardians continued until 1929 
when, under the Local Government Act of that date, this body ceased to 
function and was replaced by a committee of Council known as the Public 
Assistance Committee, g.v. The archives of the Incorporation of the Poor 
and the Board of Guardians were housed at St. Peter’s Hospital and were 
destroyed by enemy action in the last war.
